requesting approval of the Amendment to an Ordinance Establishing, and Approving the Increase of. 
Rental Charges for the Lease of Cook County Real Estate Tax Data bv Commercial Users and Non¬ 
commercial Users. This Amendment increases the renial charges for the lease of real estate tax data ("the 
Redi Package") maintained bv the Cook County Assessor. Cook County Clerk and Cook County 
Treasurer to commercial users. The standard charge for the Rcdi Package was last increased pursuant to 
Ordinance 92-0-02 approved bv the Board of Commissioners December 1 L 1991. This Amendment to 
an Ordinance also establishes the rental charges for the lease of real estate tax data to non-commercial 
users, including not-for-profit corporations and cducaiional institutions. 

Additionally, this Amendment to (he Ordinance allows for the rental charges to be increased on an annual 
basis after 2005. The amount of such increase shall be the percentage increase in the Consumer Price 
Index for Urban Consumers (utilizing the index which includes Cook County) from January 1. 2005 to 
January 1 of the calendar year in which such Redi Package or Redi File is being provided. The amount of 

such increase will be calculated bv the Division of R e al Estat e Manag e m e nt Department for Management 

of Infonnation Systems. This amendment and the charges established herein shall be effective on and 
after Januon . ' March 1.2005. (See related Item #53).

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AN AMENDMENT TO AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING, AND APPROVING THE 
INCREASE OF, RENTAL CHARGES FOR THE LEASE OF COOK COUNTY 
REAL ESTATE TAX DATA BY COMMERCIAL USERS AND NON-COMMERCIAL USERS 

WHEREAS, the Assessor, Clerk and Treasurer maintain real estate tax data information which is of 
considerable commercial value; and , (S ee r e lat e d Ag e nda It e m ff53) 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook has leased certain specified real estate tax data tapes (“the Redi 
Package”) to commercial users of such data for a number of years; and 

WHEREAS, the standard charge for the Redi Package for a numb e r of y e ars has r e main e d $10,900 e ach 
for th e data s e ts from th e Tr e asur e r’s Offic e , th e Cl e rk's Offic e and th e Ass e ssor’s Offic e (for a total R e di 
Packa ge char -ge- of -S- SOjOQO) was last increased pursuant to Ordinance 92-0-02 effective January 1, 1992 ; 
and 

WHEREAS, numerous requests have been and continue to be made by commercial data users for the 
Redi Package and for oth e r supplemental and additional real estate tax infonnation not included therein; 
and 

WHEREAS, th e pas s ag e of tim e s inc e th e s e tt i ng of th e initial R e di Packag e l e as e charg e , tog e th e r with 
th e r e qu e sts for furth e r r e al e stat e tax data, n e c e ssitat e th e County- B oar - d ^-fevie w of data l e as e charg e s;

WH E REA S , th e- Coonty Board d e sir es to es tablish fair, -u niform and r e a s onabl e charg e s for th e l e a se of 
r e al e stat e tax - d a t a- puf s ttant 4 o it s- authority as a hom e rul e and a body politic and corporat e ; 

WHEREAS. in addition to requests bv commercial users, the County receives occasional requests for 
such infonnation from non-commercial users, including not-for-profit corporations and educational 
institutions: and 

WHEREAS, in light of the foreuoing. the Board of Commissioners of the County of Cook desires to 
amend Ordinance 92-0-02 pursuant to its authority as a home rule unit and a body politic and corporate, 
such amendment to include revising these data lease charges consistent with a continuing commitment to 
fair and reasonable charges for the lease of the aforementioned real estate tax data. 

NOW, THEREFORE^ BE IT ORDAINED, by the Board of Commissioners of the County of Cook as 
follows: 
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Section 1. 


Section 2. 


Definitions: The following tenns used in this eOrdinance shall have the meanings set 
forth below. 

a. ‘'eCommercial uUser” means any person seeking County real estate tax information 
for the purpose of furthering a commercial enterprise. 

b. “dData sSet" means real estate tax data for which an extraction program has been 
created and maintained. 

c. “rRecord" means a real estate tax parcel identified by the Property Index Number 
(PIN) assigned to the parcel by the County Clerk. 

d. “Redi Package^’ means a package provided on computer tape, or any other medium 
later deemed apDropriate bv the officials providing such package, containing the 
Data Set for a particular tax year from each of the following officials: the County 
Assessor, the County Clerk and the County Treasurer. Other Data Sets have been 
developed over the years and are available in addition to or in lieu of the Redi 
Package. These other Data Sets are sometimes referred to as “Redi Files'” or 
individually as a '^Redi File.” 

^ ‘•Non-Commercial User"' means any of the following: a not-for-profit organization 
established under the laws of Illinois or another state: an organization exempt under 
Section 501 (c) (3) of the Internal Revenue Code; a municipality, county or unit of 
local government of the State of Illinois: or an educational institution such as a 
college, university, or public or private secondary or college preparatory schoolr-a 
rel igious in s titution: - or -- an as sociation of organizations which ind i vidually fall 
wi thin any of th e foregoing cat e gori e s . 

f, “Lessee” shall mean either a Commercial User or Non-Commercial User obtaining 
the Redi Package or any Redi File from the County pursuant to this Ordinance. 

Revised Rental Charge. The rental charge to any eCommercial uUser or Non¬ 
commercial User for the Redi Package and for each r e al e stat e tax data s e t Redi File 
approved, created, and maintained by the Assessor, Clerks or Treasurer or Department of 
Revenue shall be $5,000 p e r data s e t, or $.01 - p e r - r e cord in th e data s e t, which e vor is 
gr e at e r, in the respective amounts set forth below for the 2004 tax year, updated annually 
as provided in Section 3. payable in advance by cash, money order or certified or 
cashier's check made payable to the County of Cook. If new Data Sets are developed, 
such Data Sets can be made available for a charge equal to $.02 per Record included in 
the Data Set, such charge to be calculated bv the Department for Management of 
Infonnation Systems in cooperation with the official or department creating such Data 
Set, and such charge to be adjusted pursuant to Section 3. 

a^ Redi Package; A total of $91.800.00 per tax year for Commercial Users, and a 
total of $175.00 per tax year for Non-Commercial Users. 

^ County Treasurer Payment Transaction Redi File; Treasurer's Data Set 
containing payment transactions, updated quarterly, for a charge of $2.000.00 per 
quarter or $8.000.00 per tax year for Commercial Users, and for $75.00 per 
quarter or $300.00 per tax year for Non-Commercial Users.

Annual Increases in 
Fees. The rental charges set forth in Section 2 shall be increased on an annual basis for 
any Redi Package or Redi File provided after 2005. The amount of such increase shall be 
the percentage increase in the Consumer Price Index for Urban Consumers (utilizing the 
index which includes Cook County) from January 1. 2005 to January 1 of the calendar 
year in which such Redi Package or Redi File is being provided. The amount of such 
increase will be calculated bv the R e al Estat e Manag e m e nt D iyisien Department for 
Management of Information Systems. 

T - h e- Got4c - County' Purchasing Ag e nt and th e Dir e ctor of R e al - E 'S t a t e and Prop e rty 
Manag e m e nt Division shal l includ e J anguag e in any contract for l e as e of r e al e stat e tax 
data which shall prohibit 4r - an s f e r - of s uch data by th e l e ss ee to any oth e r p e rson for any 
oth e r purpo se . Execution of Agreement. In order to lease the Redi Package or any Redi 
File, the applicant shall apoiv to the Real Estate Management Division and shall execute 
an agreement implementing this Ordinance and governing the leasing of the Redi 
Package or Redi Files, which lease is subject to approval bv the Board of Commissioners 
of the County of Cook. 

Th e charg e s e stablish e d by this ordinanc e shall b e e ff e ctiv e on and aft e r Januar^^ 1, 1992. 
Authorized Commercial Uses. Commercial Users are authorized to utilize the data 
included in any Redi Package or Redi File leased pursuant to this Ordinance in 
furtherance of its commercial enterprise bv incorporating the data with other data 
compiled or provided bv the Lessee in programs or packages created by the Lessee, and 
providing access to and use of such programs, packages or data to others (including 
Internet access) in the conduct of Lessee’s business. All other uses of the data arc 
prohibited. 

Authorized Non-Commercial Uses. Non-Commercial Users may use any Redi Package 
or Redi File only for charitable, educational or research purposes and not for the purpose 
of furthering a commercial enterprise. Non-Commercial Users may permit access to and 
use of the data only bv individuals employed or otherwise authorized bv the Non¬ 
commercial User to perfonn such research or accomplish such purpose on behalf of the 
Non-Commercial User. All uses of the data not specifically permitted by this Section 6 
are prohibited to Non-Commercial Users. 
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Section 7. Prohibition on Transfers and Other Unauthorized Uses. Commercial and Non- 
Commercial Users are prohibited from duplicating, copying or publishing (including 
publishing on the Internet) all or a substantial portion of any Redi Package or Redi File, 
or transferring, distributing or providing all or a substantial portion of any Redi Package 
or Redi File to any other person or entity. Notwithstanding the foregoing^ nothing 
contained in this Section 7 shall be interpreted to prohibit the authorized uses provided in 
Section 5 of this Ordinance as to Commercial Users and in Section 6 of this Ordinance as 
to Non-Commercial Users. The Director of the Cook County Real Estate Management 
Division shall include language in any contract for lease of real estate tax data which 
shall prohibit unauthorized transfer or use of such data bv the Lessee to any other person 
for any other purpose. 

Section 8. No Representation. Bv leasing any Redi Package or Redi File, the County, its 
commissioners, employees and any officer or agent affiliated with the County do not 
represent that any of the data contained in any Redi Package or Redi File is accurate, 
complete or suitable for the purposes of the Lessee and expressly disclaim any and all 
liability arising from the inaccuracy, incompleteness or unsuitability of any data 
contained in any Redi Package or Redi File, and such disclaimer shall be contained in any 
lease entered into with any Lessee- 

Section 9. Effective Date and Method of Amendment. This amendment and the charges 
established herein shall be effecti\’e on and after January March 1.2005. Amendments to 
Ordinance 92-0-02 are shown in this Amendment bv underlining added language and bv 
striking out deleted language.

Commissioner Steele, seconded by Commissioner Maldonado, moved that the Proposed Ordinance 
Amendment be approved and adopted, as amended. 

Following discussion. Commissioner Peraica, seconded by Commissioner Claypool, moved that the 
Proposed Ordinance Amendment be referred to the Real Estate Subcommittee. The motion was 
withdrawn. 

Commissioner Peraica, second by Commissioner Suffredin, moved to amend Section 3 by deleting “Real 
Estate Management Division” from the last sentence and inserting “Department for Management of 
Information Systems”. The motion carried unanimously. 

Commissioner Peraica moved to amend Section 4 by deleting “Real Estate Management Division” from 
the last sentence and inserting “Department for Management of Information Systems”. The motion died 
for lack of a second. 

Returning to the main motion, Commissioner Steele, seconded by Commissioner Peraica, moved that the 
Proposed Ordinance Amendment, as amended be referred to the Real Estate Subcommittee. (Comm. No. 
269814). The motion carried unanimously.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO MASTER LICENSE AGREEMENT 

The following item was deferred at the February 1, 2005 Board Meeting:

JAMES L. ELDRIDGE, JR., Chief Administrative Officer, Bureau of Administration 

requesting approval of a one-year extension of the Highway Right-of-Way Master License Agreement by 
and between the County of Cook and Commonwealth Edison Company, as Licensee. The tenn of this 
extension is for one year. The Master License Agreement expires on February 3, 2005. The Bureau of 
Administration is in the process of developing a new ordinance regulating the use of the County Right-of- 
Way by all users, including utilities. It is anticipated that this new ordinance will be presented for Board 
approval during 2005. In order to provide for continued access to Commonwealth Edison, we are 
recommending that the Master License Agreement be extended for a period of one year to allow for 
approval by the County Board of a new Right of Way regulatory ordinance. The license fee for an 
additional one-year period has been calculated in accordance with the provisions of the Master License 
Agreement which provides for an increase based upon the Consumer Price Index and an adjustment based 
upon the number of permits issued. 

Estimated Fiscal Impact: None. Revenue generating estimate: $228,995.08. Agreement extension: 
February 4, 2005 through February 3, 2006. 


Commissioner Maldonado, seconded by Commissioner Steele, moved to defer consideration of the 
Amendment to the Master License Agreement. The motion carried unanimously.

Your Committee has considered the following items and upon adoption of this report, the 
recommendations are as follows: 

269190 DEPARTMENT OF PLANNING AND DEVELOPMENT, by Gwendolyn D. Clemons, 
Director, transmitting a Communication, dated January 3, 2005: 

Re: HOME Investment Partnerships Program (HOME Program) 

respectfully request approval of a HOME Investment Partnerships Program Loan in the 
amount of $1,750,000.00. The project’s sponsor is the Alden Foundation, a 501(c)(3) not for 
profit development corporation. They will manage the project through their wholly owned 
subsidiary, Barrington Horizon, Inc., the for-profit entity and general partner of the 
Barrington Horizon Limited Partnership. The Richman Group, a tax credit syndicator, based 
in Greenwich, Connecticut is the project’s limited partner. 

The limited partnership will be responsible for the construction of a 50 unit (42 HOME 
assisted units) senior independent living development to be located at 1420 South Barrington 
Road, Barrington, Illinois. 

In addition to the HOME loan request for $1,750,000.00, financing for the project will be 
provided from a variety of sources: a Harris Bank first mortgage; an Illinois Housing 
Development Authority Trust Fund loan; an Affordable Housing Program grant; and equity 
capital from the syndication proceeds. In addition to those sources, the developer is deferring 
part of its developer fee until the project has stabilized. Total development cost for the 
project is currently estimated at $8,068,872.00. The HOME loan of $1,750,000.00 represents 
22% of the total development budget at a cost of $41,667.00 per HOME unit. 

The terms of the HOME Program loan will be structured as a 40-year fully amortized loan at 
1% interest. The County Home program will receive annual principal and interest payments 
of $53,100.00 to be used for other HOME eligible activities. 

I respectfully request approval of this project, and that the Chief Administrative Officer of the 
County of Cook, or his designee, be authorized to execute on behalf of the County of Cook, 
any and all documents necessary to further the project approved herein, including but not 
limited to the HOME Loan Agreement and any modifications thereto. The approval of this 
loan by this Honorable Body will permit staff to issue necessary commitments to allow this 
project to move forward.

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Ronald Coverson, Executive Assistant to the Director, Department of Planning and Development, replied 
that the Alden Foundation has completed two projects within Cook County, one in Cicero and the other in 
Oak Forest. Mr. Coverson added that the Alden Foundation is current on all payments owed to the 
County and that the Department of Planning and Development strongly recommends approval. 

Commissioner Hansen asked what role does the Richman Group perform. 

Mr. Coverson replied that the Richman Group is the equity investor in the project. 

Chairman Collins asked if there was anyone present from the Richman Group. 

Elizabeth M. Demes, Director of Housing Development, Alden Realty Services, Inc. replied that the 
Richman Group is a tax credit syndicator which has been Alden Realty Services limited partner on all of 
their projects including the previous two projects that were completed with Cook County. 

Commissioner Hansen asked what is the function of the Richman Group. 

Ms. Demes replied that project is structured with multiple layers of financing; there are tax credits 
through the Illinois Housing Development Authority. Those tax credits on all of these projects are 
purchased by investors who are looking for that type of tax shelter. Further, Ms. Demes stated that the 
involvement of the Richman Group in their projects is to buy the tax credits and become a limited partner 
and owner in the project. 

Commissioner Hansen asked what is the State of Illinois involvement in the project. 

Ms. Demes replied that Alden Realty Services has applied to the Illinois Housing Development Authority 
for low-income housing tax credit which generates the equity, as well as a trust fund loan. At this time 
Alden Realty Services is waiting for the Cook County Home Loan to be approved and hope to close the 
project as well as the financing by the end of March. 

Vice Chairman Goslin urged Ms. Demes to write to her Congressman and Senators, because the programs 
will be reduced by fifty percent in the FY 2005 budget, and FY 2006 CDBG and HOME will be 
eliminated under the proposed budget. In conclusion, he stated that Alden Realty Services should make it 
a priority to let them know what the company does with the money and how important this is to provide 
what your company provides to the seniors. 

Ms. Demes replied that she will contact her representatives. 

Commissioner Hansen asked how tenants are selected, and how individuals are made aware that the 
buildings are available. 

Ms. Demes replied that typically it’s on a first-come first-serve basis. Applications are mailed out to 
anyone who is interested, when the applicants are qualified then they have the chance to select a unit. Ms. 
Demes stated that Alden Realty Services notifies individuals by advertising in the local newspapers, 
through local senior organizations where Alden Realty Services has made presentations to seniors, 
through the Chambers of Commerce, and also by working closely with the Housing Authority of Cook 
County. 

Commissioner Murphy asked how long it took to obtain full occupancy in the building in Oak Forest. 
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Ms. Demes replied that the building opened in February and the low income units were filled within two 
months. 

Commissioner Murphy, seconded by Commissioner Maldonado, moved the approval of 
Communication No. 269190. The motion carried.

Commissioner Maldonado asked how long Molon Motor & Coil Corporation have been in business and 
where they are located. 
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Robert J. Clancy, Vice President, Molon Motor & Coil Corporation, replied that Molon Motor & Coil 
Corporation has been in business since 1954 and are located in Rolling Meadows. 

Commissioner Maldonado asked for the number of employees and how many of the employees are full¬ 
time. 

Mr. Clancy replied that he has 170 full-time employees. 

Commissioner Maldonado asked the cost per hour for employee’s fringe benefits. 

Mr. Clancy replied that the average hourly rate throughout the company is approximately $14.50 per hour 
and the company provides a fringe benefit of $3.70 per hour for each employee. 

Commissioner Maldonado asked if there are any employees earning less then $11.78 per hour that are 
covered by health insurance. 

Mr. Clancy replied that he provides health insurance and fringe benefits to all full-time employees. 
Further, he stated that there are employees that make less then the SI 1.78 per hour. 

Commissioner Maldonado asked Mr. Clancy if he was aware of the Living Wage Ordinance which went 
into effect on January 1, 2005, and that the minimum living wage has to be $ 11.78 per hour. 

Mr. Clancy replied that he just received the infonnation on Monday, February 28, 2005. 

Commissioner Maldonado stated that it is Mr. Clancy's commitment to adjust the salaries of those 
employees earning less then $11.78 per hour. 

Mr. Clancy replied that Molon Motor & Coil Corporation cannot commit to that at this point. 

Commissioner Maldonado replied that if Mr. Clancy doesn’t commit to it pursuant to law he cannot seek 
the tax payer's subsidy of $600,000 over a twelve year period. 

Commissioner Silvestri stated that the State's Attorney's Office is currently researching to determine if 
the living wage requirement applies to applications filed prior to the passage of the ordinance. 

Commissioner Murphy asked how many of the employees earn under $9.43 per hour. 

Mr. Clancy replied approximately forty employees. 

Commissioner Murphy asked Mr. Clancy if it would be a hardship to raise the hourly salary for the forty 
employees who currently eani less then $9.43 per hour. 

Mr. Clancy replied that if they were to raise the hourly rates to comply with the ordinance it would result 
in a serious competitive disadvantage to the company in the market place. 

Commissioner Murphy stated that she agrees with Commissioner Maldonado that it needs to be done and 
maybe at a later date Mr. Clancy’s company can be grandfathered in. 
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Commissioner Silvestri stated that it doesn't affect whether or not a law can be applied after the 
application has been filed, it is a legal question; and the question which governs here is whether or not an 
application filed prior to the passage of an ordinance is subject to that ordinance. Further, he stated that 
the Business and Economic Development Committee has jurisdiction to review the applications and to 
look at what the local community has done and, if the Village of Arlington Heights supports it then it can 
be passed. If in fact the State's Attorney’s Office comes back and says that the living wage requirement 
applies, then it will be up to the Department of Planning and Development and Molon Motor & Coil 
Corporation to determine if they would like to follow through on the 6b application. 

Chainnan Collins replied that she disagrees with Commissioner Silvestri, because the Business & 
Economic Development Committee has a responsibility to wait until the legal answer is received from the 
State’s Attorney's Office. 

Commissioner Silvestri stated that Molon Motor & Coil Corporation doesn't have to make that 
commitment today; and that Mr. Clancy should know his legal rights before a commitment is made. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if the Department of Planning and Development asked for the legal opinion. 

Chairman Collins replied that no one has asked for a legal opinion. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if there was a reason why the Department of Planning and Development 
doesn’t know the answer to the question before the item came before the Business and Economic 
Development Committee. 

Jacquelyn Harder, Economic Development Project Director, replied that the Department of Planning and 
Development is asking the State’s Attorney's Office for a legal opinion. 

Chairman Collins asked the Department of Planning and Development if there would be a problem with 
the item being deferred. 

Ms. Harder replied that she doesn't see a problem with deferring the item. 

Mr. Clancy stated that Molon Motor & Coil Corporation just learned of the change in the regulations on 
Monday, February 21, 2005, and that he hasn’t had the chance to review the contents of the new Living 
Wage Ordinance; the company hasn't had the chance to evaluate. The company’s initial reaction is that 
the increased cost is detrimental to their business, but with additional planning they might be able to make 
some improvements on that particular issue. 

Chainnan Collins stated that it would be advantageous for the committee to defer the item until the next 
meeting. 

Mr. Clancy stated that it would be a matter of reorganizing and changing some of the responsibilities in 
the company. 

Commissioner Maldonado, seconded by Commissioner Murphy, moved to defer Communication 
No. 269603; until a legal opinion is received from the State’s Attorney’s Office indicating that 
Molon Motor & Coil Corporation can be grandfathered In. Vice Chairman Goslin called for a Roll
